Th e east-bound Overland Limited on 
the Union Pacific met a west-bound 
freight head-011 at Milkins, four miles 
from here at midnight traveling at a 
mile a minute. 
Sixteen are dead and 
scores injujred. 
A m o n g the dead are 
the engineers and 
firemen 
of both 
trains, the conductor and head brake­ 
man of the freight, four postal clerks 
and the entire dining crew 
of the 
flyer. 
The track was torn up terribly, 
and cars of the flyer demolished and 
hurled from the track. 
The flyer was 
making up lost time, and the freight 
was running at high speed to make 
the Green River side track for the 
passenger. 
Misunderstanding of o r­ 
ders was the cause. 
I he mail, baggage, 
dynamo 
and 
and dining cars of the passenger and 
twelve of the freight were consumed 
by fire. 
Nine were killed 
outright 
and four incinerated.

“In a nutshell, a gas mantle is a 
tube of cotton netting saturated in 
thorium and cerium solution, with the 
cotton burned off, 
leaving the two 
metals fused together through

heat of a Bunsen flame into a conso­ 
lidated ashen tube,” writes Rutledge 
Rutherford in an article, “ How In­ 
candescent Gas Mantles are Made,” 
in the January Technical W orld M a­ 
gazine. “As all whb have handled in­ 
candescent mantles know’, they are 
extremely fragile, and will crumble at 
the slightest touch almost as would 
a mesh of ashes. 
But 
the 
mantle 
when ready for use is not nearly so 
delicate as it is during the process 
of manufacture before the metals are 
fused together by the Bunsen flame. 
Then the handling of them requires 
extreme caution of the deftest hands; 
an ^ d e sp ite the care that is constant­ 
ly exercised, many of them are bro­ 
ken. 
W hen once broken, they can­ 
not be made over again, but the frag­ 
ments must be gathered up and ship­ 
ped back to Germany, practically the 
onvl country in which they can be 
refined and the thorium and 
cerium 
extracted, which is necessary before 
the chemicals can again be made into 
mantles.”
